the Court, The King at Arms ftdod on the one fide of the 
High Steward by his Chair of Eftate; and -one of Her 
Mazxcſties Gentlemen-Uſhers with his White Rod in his hand 
on the other ſide. The Clerk of the Crown and his Affiſtant 
- fate before him ro read the Common IndiAtments and 'Ex- 
aminations, The Captain of the Guard (Sir Walter Rawleigh) 
and Forty of the Queens Guard were there to attend the 
Service, Then the Sergeant at Arms made three 0 7es !

Then th= Lord High Conſtable of rhe Tower, the Lieute- 
nanc of the Tower, and the Gentleman Porter, who. carried 
the Ax betore the Priſoners came firſt jn, and the Priſoners 
followed and made their appearance at the Barr, the Gentlc- 
man Porter wich the Ax ſtanding before: them, with the Axes 
edge from chem, and fo the Lieutenant delivered his Precept

Firſt he began to open the Evidence, and ſhewed the ef. 
fe& of the IndiAmenr, and held ir in his hand and faid as 
tolloweth; _ | 


May it pleaſe your Grace ( ſpeaking to the High 
Steward) about the eighth of February. laſt my Lord cf 
Eſſex (there Priſoner at.the Barr ,) went about with Armed 
men very rebelliouſly to diſ-inherit the Queen of her 
' Crown and Dignity, which when it came to Her Maj*ſiies 

Ear, She. of Her abounding mercy, ſent to {ee if it were 
poſſible to ſtop the Rebellion ; and who did She fend ? She 
ſent. (my Lord) no wore perſons than my Lord Heeper, my 
Lord Chief Juſtice of England, the Earl of Worceſter, and Sir 
William Knowles, all which went in Her Majeſtics name, and 
commanded the Earls and their Adherents very ſtritly to 
diſſolve their Aﬀemblies, and to lay down their Arms ; but 
he knowing it, very treacherouſly impriſoned the ſaid Lords - 
and Councellors by her Majeſty fo ſent, and alrogether retu- 
led Her Majeſtics Authority, and divers of their Contede- 
rates (cry'd out, Aill then, Kill them, thereby putting Her 
Majcſties Council in tear of their Lives; and withall, left 
them with Sir* Fo. Davis to keep fafe, leſt, they them[elves 
| ſhould miſcarry 1n the City ; but, my Lord, I muſt cell you 
this by the way, that my Lord of Eſſex can no way excuſe 
nor ſhadow this his Rebellious Purpoſes, nor turn his AZtons 
- toany other intent, for, the ſending of 7emple his Secretary 
into London th: night before maniteſteth- his determination, 
withour ſcruple or queſtion ; for by that means he was in 
hopes to have had the help of the Citizens Her Majeſties moſt 
* Loyal and Loving Subje&ts; and he uſed not only his beſt 
- endeavours to ſtrengthen himſelf abroad, bur alſo fortified 
his Houſe ar| home with ſtrong Defence and Ammunition, 
_ all which were tokens of his inclinations to a ſudden ard

unexpected Rebellion, and well confirmed in the. opinion- 
of all the World, when he withſtood divers of Her Majefties; 
Subjes ſtanding in Her- Highneſs right, and defence of her. 
Peace againſt him and his Confederates. Good: my Lord; I 
beſeech your Grace, and you my Lords that are the Peers, 
ro underſtand, That if any mando bur intend the Death of: - 
the King, 1t is death by the ws for he is the head of the.. 
Commonwealth, and all his Subje&s as Members ought to . 
obzy and ſtand with him : But as for this Rebellion being du- 
ly confidered, contains in it many branches of Treaſon, which: . - 
are and will be direQly proved ; which being found to be- 
ſo, my Lords, who are their Peers, are to find them guilty ; . 
hereof need ro be made no doubt, for it- is miore manifeſt . 
than the Sedition of Cateline to the City of Rome, and con-' 
ſequently England 1s in no-leſs danger ; for, as Cateline en+ 
tercained the moſt ſeditious perſons about all Rome to joyn 
with him in his Conſpiracy, fo the Earl. of Eſſex had none. 
bus Papiſts, Recuſants, and Atheiſts tor -his Adjutors and 
Abettors in their Capital Rebellion againſt the whole Eſtate of - 
England, My Lord, I much wonder that his heart could for- 
ge all the Princely Advancements given him by her Majeſty, . 
and be ſo ſuddenly befJinted, as toturn them all to Rebellious 
ends ; but it ſeems this overweighing a- Mans' own Conceit, 
and an aſpiring mind to wiſhed Honour, is like the Crocodile, 
$ which is ever growing as long as he liveth, your Lordſhips - 
= knows in what ſort they went into the City, with Armour | 
| and Weapons, and how they returned to Eſſex-houſe again, 
as you my Lord Admiral and my Lord of Cumberlend, with 
others of their honourable Peers do know, which makes me 
wonder they do not bluſh to be ſo forward -to ſtand upon .' 
their -Tryals wichout Confeſſion, when their intended Trea- 
ſons are'in all mens judgements palpable. For my part, my 
. Lord; I can conjeQure nothing hereby, and it will not eaft- 
ly out ofmy conceit, but that there is ſome furthet matter 
in it thangs yet appears, but my hope is, that God of his.

Attorney Gen. May it pleaſe your Grace, the Lords Chiet 
Judges; which are the Fathers of the Law, do know, that the 
chought of 7reaſon to the Prigce, by the Law 1s Death ;' and 
he chat is guil:y of Rebellion, is guilty of an Intent (by the 
Laws of the Land) to ſeck the deftrucion of the #7in.ce, and 
ſo adjudped Zreaſon; and I will prove thi; unto your Lord- 
ſhips by. rwo ſeveral Cafes: Firſt, he raiſeth Power and 
Strength in a ſettled Government;the Law will not ſuffer ic,but 
it is conſtrucd as in caſe of High Treaſen ; he that doth ulurp 
upon it, the Law doth intend that he hath purpoled the de- 
ſteuttion of the Prince ; he chat doth afſemble Power, if the 
King doth Command him upon his Allegiance to diſſolve | 
his Company, and he continue it, without any queſtion it þ. | 
is High Treaſon. He that doth levy Forces to take any Town

that they being both born under the Government. of this 
Princeſs, and fo highly advanced by Her Majeſties Favour; 
ſhould have crembled. once to think of ſuch Rebellion as 
they have Enterpriled. Doth not my Lord of Afſex now 
enjoy his Earldome of Efex by the Gift of Henry the Bighth 
to. his Father? Was not he mad: Maſter of Her Majeſties 
Horſe at twenty two years of - Age ? One of Her Majeſtics 
Council ? to be Earl! Marſhal. of England? General of Her 
Mageſties Forces in Jre/and ? and laſtly, hath he not re» 
ceived divers Gifts and Summs of Money (to his own ue) 
of Her Majeſties' Gractous and Princely Bounty, to the Va- 
lue of thirty thou'and Pound ? yer all theke wete as cleverly 
. forgotten, as if they had never been. - Now ſhall I ſhew 
you the P-rſon whom this concerns, even Her Mayeſties 
Sacred P-rion, againſt whom their Attempts\have been, 
only for the Undertaking of - Gods Cauſe, and exercifing 
of Juſtice with admirable Mercy ;, and though I cannot 
ſpeak without reverent Commendations 'of Her Majeſties 
moſt Honourable Juſtice ; yet I think her overmuch Cle- 
 hency.to ſome; turncth co overmuch Cruelty for her ſelf; 
for though the Rebellious Attempts were fo. exceeding

Davis of the Hall, 
Sir Charles Danvers of the Preſence, and himſelf of Her Ma- 
zeſties Perſon ; whereupon Blunt faid, Ah! in whag humors 
ſhall .we find them in at the Court? this was not all, for 
the Earl he muſt call a Parliament, and he would decide 
matters not making for his purpoſe, but now in Gods inoſt, 
Juſt Judgement he of his -Earldom ſhall be Robert the laſt, 
that of a-Kingdom thought to be Robert the Firſt, pwhich, 
my. Lord, did not any whit amuſe himſelf to vivk order, 
that if he and his Complicez ſhould miſcarry in {London, 
then the Councellors which be cauſed to. be impriſoned in 
his Houſe ſhould be ſlain, it was plain reaſon in him to- 
ſtand out, + being by them charged to diflolve his Company 
upon his Allegiance ; what ſhall I need to ſtand upon fur- 
ther proofs, it is ſo Evident, and, my Lord, himſelf will not 
deny,- but that he had a Schedule containing in it divers of 
his Friends names, which, as I conjeCture, muſt nceds con» 
rain ſome other matter, for he durſt not ler it come to light, 
bur burnt it : and as for Owen Salisbury, Davis and Treſham, 
they muſt have the Guard of the Lords of the Council, to 
uſe them at their pleaſure. 
- .. Efſex. Will your Lordſhip give us our turns to ſpeak, 
for he playeth the Orator, and abuſerh your Lordſhips ears 
and us with flanders, but they are but faſhions of Orators 
in' corrupt States,confidering ſome Privileges which we might 
challenge ; equal anſwers and equal hearing. were inditte- 
rent, for unleſs it will pleaſe your Lordſhip that we might-

Eſſex. My Lord, and you thar be our Peers, I beſeech you 
ive me hearing thus far, not that I will ſpeak it for the ſafe- 
guard of my life, but with this my defire I charge the Souls of 
all chem that be our Cenſurers or Triars, becauſe out of a Form 
and Cuſtom of ſpeaking, theſe Orarors would make them more 
odious that come to the Barr, that I may not be thought ts 
have done this upon revenge : for within theſe few dayes 
I purpoſed to have recebved oh Communion, to be a teftiriony 
that I was far from bearing of Malice to any, not ſo much as ts 
my private Enemies.

Burt if in all my Thoughts 
and Purpoſes I did'not ever defire the good Eftare of triy Sove- 
raign and Country as to my own Soul, I beſeech the Lotd then 
ſhew ſome Markupori me arid my Soul in this place, fot 4 jiiſt 
Vengeance of my Untriuths to all the World. And God which 
\ knoweth the Secrets of all Hearts, knoweth that I never ſought 
the Crown of England, nor ever wiſhed to be a highet.degree 
'than a Subje&t. I greatly erideavoured to have broughr thy 
Conſcience to Peace, onely by ſeeking to ſectire ttry Acceſs to 
. the Pxeſerice of the Queen, that I might ſpeedily have utforilded 
my Griets unto Her Majeftie againſt ny ptivate Ereniies, bur 
H not 


not td have ſhed one drop of their blood : And this,my Lord, 
I ſpeak, tothe end I might pur off all impuration of being an 
Hypocrite or an Atheiſt ; for I was never Papiſt, neither did I 
ever favour any Setary (as my Lord of Canterbury knoweth,and 
can teſtifie :) for my Religion it 1s ſound, and asIlive I mean to 
die in it. | | p 
Bacon. Well my Lord, may it pleaſe your Grace,yon may ſee 
how weakly he hath ſhadowed his purpoſe, and how ſlenderly 
he hath anſwered the Obje&tions againſt him. But my Lord, 
doubting that too much variety of Matter may minifter occaſion 
of forgetfulneſs, I will onely trouble your Lord{hips remem- 
brance with this onely Point, rightly comparing this Rebellion 
of my Lord of Eſſex to the Duke of Guiſes, that came upon the
